PROFITS FROM 


ACCESSORIES 


Larger Net Profit for Those Dealers Who Stock the Proper Lines 
and Keep in Touch With the Accessory Market 
By ALEXANDER JOHNSTON 
To the wide-awake automobile dealer the sale of accessories as a side 
line offers one of the most profitable and obvious ways of adding to his 
balance sheet. There is no question that the dealer who sells the car is the 
proper man to equip it to the taste of his client. 


To begin with, he knows.all there is to know about the construction of 
the car. He knows best how any given accessory should be installed to give 
the most satisfactory service. The dealer is the one above all who has the 
interdésts of the car buyer at heart. He wants him to get the greatest 

possible satisfaction out of his vehicle and he will go to lengths to be sure 
that his client secures the most effective equipment of his car. 


While much equipment is included in the factory price of the modern 
car, there is scarcely a new owner who does not want something in addition 
to the paraphernalia installed by the manufacturer. In some cases an owner 
may not care for the particular make of accessory fitted by the factory. 

But whether the demand of the owner be for additional equipment or 
replacement of devices installed by the maker, the dealer is the man who 
should make the addition or the change. No matter how complete equipment 
may be, there always will be the individual factor to be considered. Further- 
more, the individual owner likes to exercise his own initiative and taste 
regarding the devices that make the car more nearly his ideal as to operation 
and maintenance. 


Obviously the dealer will have to govern his selection of accessories 
which he intends to stock by the lines that he is carrying. Devices particu- 
larly adapted to the car that is being sold will form the bulk of the dealer’s 
accessory trade, but a judicious excursion into fields of new utility will 
undoubtedly pay dividends when there is a real need for the devices that 
are stocked. 


The automobile dealer starts with a distinct advantage as regards the 
sale of accessories. The car buyer is already a client. He has learned to trust 
the dealer’s judgment in the matter of buying a car. It is comparatively 
an easy matter to enlarge this contact and get the new owner to rely on the 
car dealer in selecting the accessories that will round out the vehicle to the 
owner’s heart’s desire. 


The dealer’s service department ought to be a prolific source of new 
accessory business. Service operatives should be taught to suggest desir- 
able accessories to customers of the shop. It is the old slogan of the Auto- 
motive Equipment Association, “Ask-’em to buy.” Obviously much will 
depend on the men: who do the asking. They must be taught to do it in 
a way that will not offend, but it is a cardinal principle of accessory sell- 
ing that the car owner must be “sold” on equipment for his car. In many 
eases the owner does not even realize that he needs a certain type of acces- 
sory on his car. 

There need be no hesitation in saying that the dealer who will put his 
heart into the establishing of an accessory department, putting in the same 
effort and thought, the same training of the personnel, that go into his 
regular business, will find this a most lucrative branch of his operations.
